board. ‘The majority report-was 
signed by the chairman, Prof 
C. H. Curtis, Kingston, Ont., and 
H. Brooke Bell, Toronto, repre 
sentative of the corporation. 
MINORITY REPORT 

A minority report, signed by 
Miller Stewart, Sturgeon Point, 
Ont., the nominee of the Na 
tional Association of Broadcast 
Employees. and Technicians

EW COMMONWEALTH CON- 

ferences have been held in an 
atmosphere of greater internationa! 
tension than that which pervades the 
gathering in London today. 

It is striking evidence of the im- 
portance of the Commonwealth and 
its weight in world affairs that the 
top subject of discussion for the 
prime ministers “should be the 
Formosa crisis, rather than a topic 
of intramural interest. 

This arises from several causes, 
among them the immediate efforts 
of Britain and New Zealand to ob- 
tain a. cease-fire in the area of 
conflict, the sheer weight of num- 
bers involved in the Commonwea!tn 
populations, the outstanding position 
of Canada as the near neighbor and 
confidante of the United States, and 
the unique status of the-great—re- 
public -of India, balanced midway 
between: two ideological worlds and 
able to exert an influence on both 
by féason of its political“and geo- 
graphical importance. 

In this connection the contribu- 
tion of India’s Prime Minister Nehru 
is awaited with interest. Shortly 
before leaving New Delhi he con- 
ferred with the Peiping representa- 
tive and is believed to have received 
a possible clue- to solution of the 
Formosa problem 


The presence of External Affairs 
Minister Pearson at the conference 
—unusual! for talks which ordinarily 
include ‘only’ the heads of govern- 
ments—also focuses attention on the 
wider scope of the present meetings. 
It is well within the bounds of 
practicality that from the conference 
could evolve suggestions which would 
play a vital part in the grave de- 
cisions which n confront the 
United States’ and Red China. 

The nature of the Common- 
wealth family, unprecedented in 
history, is itself an example of what 
could be. achieved throughout the 
world on a wider scale. Comprising 
as it does a great variety of races, 
creeds and nationalities, it has 
achieved unity through adherence to 
a nucleus of common ideals. The 
strength.of the ties lies in their loose- 
ness; their enduring quality abides 
in their voluntary nature. 

This is the largest, most di- 
versifie@’ gathering of peoples exist= 
ing in t world today, apart from 
the United Nations. As Mr. St. 
Laurent arrived in London last Sat- 
urday, he hoped that the talks would 
make a “worthwhile contribution” to 
global peace.

LONDON (BUP)—A new 
| book charging Lawrence of 
| Arabia was a “hoaxer” and 
a “fraud” who. posed as a 
hero to cover up the fact he 
was an illegitimate child has 
touched off a _ full-blown 


| controversy among the Brit- 
| ish press and public. 


The book, entitled “Lawrence 
of Arabia,” was written by 
Richard Aldington, 63, a British 
combat veteran of the First! 
World’ War. It was released 
today. 

Much of what Lawrence re- 
ported about himself, Aldington 
said “was heightened, exagger- 
ated, faked, boastful and some- 
times without foundation .. . 
What was chiefly remarkable 
was his capacity for self-ad- 
vertisement.” 

Aldington said Lawrence's 
father’ was Thomas Robert 
Chapman, an Anglo-Irish baron 
who had four daughters, but 
deserted his wife and ran away 
with a nurse by whom he had 
five sons, of whom T. E. Law- 
rence was the second 

These factors are the clues to! 
Lawrence's “abortive career and 
tortuous character," Aldington 
said 

Among those who came to 
Lawrence's defense was Capt. 
Basil Liddell Hart, Britain's 
best-known. writer on military 
affairs. In a scathing review of 
the book, Hart said Lawrence's 
illegitimacy “was known to 
most of Lawrence's circle of 
friends and the details were 


fully known by his biogra- 


phers.” 

“But they did not consider 
such indecency as that of laying 
bare this essentially private 
matter and presenting it for 
public discussion while his 
mother and elder brother, a 
devout missionary,. were still 
living,” Hart said Lawrence 
died about 20 years ago. 

Hart said that Aldington's 
treatment of Lawrence is a 
“prolonged process of smears 
and sneers.”
